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1918 Army Order Found
In Clip of V.F.W. Gun

A scrap of paper, lost for
nearly 23 years, was found re-
cently in a gun clip when Lo-
mita Post, V. F. W, 'sold the
gun to one of the members,
The rifles were bought by the
post about ten years or more
ago. '

The' paper was an order
signed by General Cornelius
Vanderbilt and Kenneth Smith,
aide, It was written in pencil
on the regular form issued to
runners and was dated Nov,
6,1918, The fact. that the mes-
sage was found, with no re.
ceipt of delivery, would indi-
cate that the runner to whom
it was given, had died on the
battlefield,

Five days before the armis-
tice General Vanderbilt wrote,
“Brigado ‘Headquarters, U, S.

Allow all liaison agents or
runners through your line
“when you are sure they are
friendly troops.”

The little elip of paper takes
its place with the other souv-
enirs :Norman Gardiner keeps
under the large glass on his
glass-topped desk.
